A quieter, more pensive Beck returns on Sea Change 


eck Hansen's adventures in the 

music business are not your run-of- 

the-mill fare. His first song, “Loser,” 

was released on an indie label so 
small they could afford to press only a few 
hundred copies. Even though there was no 
marketing push and you couldn't buy it 
anywhere, response to the record was 
immediate. It garmered repeated requests and 
massive airplay on college radio, and was a 
huge hit in the clubs. The major record 
companies took notice, and an epic bidding 
war soon developed for Beck's services. 


Seizing the opportunity to cut himself a 
sweet deal, Beck structured one of the most 
creative contracts that the industry has ever 
seen. He scored the right to shop his records 
around to other labels if his own, Interscope, 
chooses not to release them. This gives the 
32-year-old more creative control than even 


| today’s biggest names, and it’s some- 
| thing he’s taken full advantage of with 
his latest, Sea Change. Gone is the 
funky, mod, high-energy multi-platinum 
entertainer who used to fill songs with 
absurd non sequitur lyrics and analog 
production tricks. Instead, Sea Change is 
a collage of heartfelt, folkie ballads 
featuring acoustic guitar and piano. 
While clearly a result of his willingness 
to experiment, this stripped-down 
approach could also be a side effect of 


| his newfound interest in Scientology. His 


obsession caused several of his band 

| mates to quit in mid 2001, and now Beck 
has been left to his own devices. But even 
lonesome Beck, the somber singer on 
tracks such as “Lost Cause” and “Guess 
I'm Doing Fine,’ is better than no Beck at 
all. And with the addition of a symphonic 
string section and some sparse guitar 
riffs, as on “PaperTiger’ the album hits an 
Air-like chill-out room tempo. Perhaps not 
the party starter you anticipated, but well- 
suited for the day after. (SB) 


No Stranger to Shame LAVA/ATLANTIC 
When Uncle Kracker's first release, Double 
Wide, went platinum, it was because Kid 
Rock and his band were performing all 
over it.

When I got ready to read for the part, 
my hair was down tothe middle of my 
back. I thought it was too long, so the 
night before my audition, I cut off 
about eight inches. I offered to let 
them cut more if they needed, 
but they said, “No, we like the look.” 
Tt set me apart from the Mob guys in 
the States. 

You were born in Naples, Italy, which 

has a reputation for violence. Did 

you ever see any of it? 

I was only 3-and-a-half when I left, 
and I've only been back for short peri- 
ods of time, so Inever saw anything. 
But I hear about it all the time. 

What about growing up in Jersey? 

I was always observing people who 
may have been involved in, let’s just 
say, nefarious conduct. There are 
a lot of Italian social clubs on the 
street where I grew up. I wondered 
how they made so much money by 
just selling coffee. Espresso’s the 
way to go! 

What kind of reaction do you get 

now when you walk past the social- 

club guys? 

They're very proud of me, and I’m 
happy! could give them that. Some- 
times they come up and say, “That 
didn’t seem very realistic.” Or, “I'd 
love to see more of that kind of thing. 
That was great.” They offer their sug- 
gestions, but what can I do? 

Do fans quote lines from the show 

to you? 

Yeah, they come up and say, “You got 
a bee under your hat.” The other one 


they always say is “Stoopid facking 
game,” pertaining to golf. 

Do they ever behave as if you really 

are your character, Furio Giunta? 
The day after it aired, a person came 
up to meand said, “Hey, why did you 
have to slap that kid?” And when 
I shot the guy in the knee in the 
brothel, it was, “Hey, Furio, whydya 
shoot the guy?” Like I really did it. I 
usually say, “He deserved it.” I like 
joking around with the fans, but I do 
itin my own voice. I won't “do” Furio 
for them. 

Are people surprised when they real- 

ize you're American? 
People freak out because I don’t have 
an accent. Michael J. Fox came up to 
me and said how much he loved the 
show. I said, “I can't even believe you 
are telling me this. I have admired 
your work for so many years.” He 
looks at me like I’ve got three heads 
and says, “Wait a minute, you're not 
even from Italy.” 

Does the Sopranos cast hang out in 

a mob off the set? 
We do, we genuinely like each other. 
Alot ofus come from the same back- 
ground. I work with Gandolfini a 
lot, so we go out a lot together. The 
whole cast is very close. We often go 
to events together and then to 
Michael Imperioli’s bar at the end of 
the night. 

Quick Mafia quiz: Could you hold 

your own in a fight? 
Absolutely. I came froma very tough 
neighborhood and have had many 
fights in the past. 

Do people pick fights with you 

because you're a TV tough guy? 
No, they're pretty intimidated. People 
say, “Oh man, you're tough.” That’s 
just the show, but I really can hold 
my own. 

And finally, do you get women 

throwing themselves at you? 
Oh man, everywhere we go. There 
are quite a few of’em. Let’s put it this 
way: I have signed a few boobs. They 
just whip them out and ask me to. 
Very nice.

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The North Carolina State Bureau of Investigation led the search for Medlin 


he Men’s Club in 
Charlotte, NC, was nearly 
empty by the time Kim 
Medlin had changed out 
of her cocktail-waitress 
outfit and into a sweat- 
shirt, tennis shoes and a 
pair of shorts. It had 
been a somewhat rowdy Friday evening 
at the upscale adult joint, thanks to a 
relatively large Easter weekend crowd 
and the unseasonably warm tempera- 
tures that injected a bit of spring fever 
into the patrons. None of it, however, 
fazed the 26-year-old Medlin. She never 
hesitated to straighten someone out 
when he overstepped his boundaries or 
got a little too grabby. She was also in 
high spirits on this particular night, 
looking forward to a relaxing weekend 
at the beach with her husband, Bridger. 
It was about 2:30 a.m. when Medlin 
climbed into her red Jeep Wrangler and 
headed home. Cruising past pine 
forests, open fields and the occasional 
trailer park, she phoned Bridger as she 
approached the town of Monroe. “I'll be 
there in about 20 minutes,” she told him 
before ending their brief conversation. 
Moments later, Monroe Officer Josh 
Griffin spotted Kim Medlin. He had 
noticed her months ago—her long 
blond hair and bright red Jeep were 
hard to miss even at night. He knew 
she worked at a Charlotte strip bar and 
had to pass through Monroe, 25 miles 
southeast of Charlotte, on the way to 
her Union County home. Although he 
was off-duty, Griffin had been parked 
alongside Ron's barbecue pit in his

patrol car for most of the night. He 
swung his cruiser in behind Medlin, hit 
his lights and pulled her over near a 


quiet subdivision of Old Charlotte High- | 


| way. She rolled down her window and 


handed Griffin her license before being 
ordered into his car. That’s when Griffin, 
a 5-foot-10, 130-pound charmer with a 
boyish face, made a pass at Medlin. 
Medlin responded to Griffin's 
advances by threatening to report him. 
Realizing he could lose his badge, his 
livelihood—his very manhood—the 
23-year-old Griffin reacted with fury. 


| He used his police-issued flashlight to 


deliver the first blow to the left side of 


| Medlin’s face, knocking her uncon- 


scious. The crazed cop then handcuffed 
her and drove to Westwood Industrial 
Drive, an isolated dead-end street about 
a mile away. Medlin regained conscious- 
ness when Griffin jerked her out of the 
car. Still handcuffed, she managed to 


| 


break free and began to run. The officer | 


pursued and pounced on his victim. He 
then proceeded to bludgeon her about 
the head and face with his flashlight. 


Capt. David Simpson of the Monroe 
police force discovered Medlin’s Jeep 
parked on the side of the road just 


Soon after Kim Medlin left work, off-duty police officer Josh Griffin 
pulled her over. Griffin had noticed her red Jeep and blond hair 
months before, and knew she'd pass through town on her way home. 
He had been in his patrol car all night waiting to make his move

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After being stopped, Medlin rolled down her window and handed 
Griffin her license. The officer then ordered her into his patrol car 
and proceeded to make a pass at her. When Medlin threatened to

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before 4 a.m. The engine was running 
and the headlights were on. Her purse 
was sitting open on the passenger seat 
and her license was missing. Other cops 
were radioed to the scene, including 
Lt. Mitch Preslar. As Preslar searched | 
for clues, he heard the chirp of a cell 
phone coming from inside the Jeep. He 
reached in and answered. It was a 
scared and angry Bridger demanding to 
know why his wife wasn’t home yet. 
With still no sign of Medlin by 8:30 
that morning, Chief Bobby Haulk called 
in the North Carolina State Bureau of 
Investigation. Special Agent Tony 
Underwood was the lead investigator, 


the first piece of the puzzle fell into 
place. A wrecker service was called to 
tow Medlin’s Jeep back to the station, 
and when the driver arrived, he said he 
had noticed the Jeep parked in the 
same spot earlier that morning while he 
was returning from an accident. Police 
checked the driver's log and found that 
Officer Josh Griffin had been the one to 
summon the truck at 2:12 a.m. 

“We knew Griffin wasn’t assigned to 
work that weekend,” recalls Agent 
Underwood. “There was no reason for | 
him to be out attwointhe morning. | 
That was the first red flag.” 

Armed with this information, Haulk | 
called his officer. “Did you investigate 
a wreck last night?” he asked. 

“Yes, sir,” Griffin responded. 

“Did you make any traffic stops?” 

“No, sir.” 

“You know we're working on this 
case about the missing lady and the red 
Jeep. Did you see anything out there 
that can help us out?” 

“No, sir,” Griffin responded again. 

Haulk began to grow angry with 
Griffin's reticence. 

“What the fuck were you doing out 
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the next 48 hours 


there?” the chief demanded. “You 

weren't even scheduled to work.” 
Griffin made a few vague comments 

about wanting to help out the squad. 
“Don't ever let me catch you 


| working off the clock again!” Haulk 


yelled before hanging up. 


Bridger, his wife now missing for nearly 


| 48 hours, was in the living room of his 


parents’ house when Underwood and 
Haulk pulled up. “We need to go to the 
hospital,” Underwood said. “We've 
found a body fitting Kim's description.” 


Bridger and his father, Carl, drove to | 


the hospital together. Bridger gripped 
his father’s arm as they entered the 
cadaver room. In front of them lay a 
female body on a steel examining table 
in a body bag unzipped from head to 
chest. Although the face was barely 
recognizable, it was indeed Kim Medlin. 

“There was a painful look on her 
face,” Bridger recalls. “Her eyes were 
squinted. When I got back to the 
waiting room, I went numb. I couldn't 
cry. I wanted to break down and bawl 
my eyes out, but I couldn't.” 

Monroe resident Charles Love and a 
friend of his had found the body earlier 
that evening. They’d been among the 
growing number of locals searching for 
Medlin. The men rummaged through

the woods near Westwood Industrial 
Drive with no success. As Love headed 
back toward the car, something caught 
his eye. About 10 feet from the edge of 
the cul-de-sac, under a pile of debris, 
he saw what he first believed to be part 
of a child's doll. He walked closer and 
lifted the corner of a pallet that sat 
atop the pile of trash. Lying faceup in 
the dirt and trash was a woman's body 
with a sweatshirt tangled around her 
upraised arms. Her hair was caked with 
blood and the left side of her face was 
covered with a massive bruise. A gold 
necklace glistened on her ghostly skin. 
Dr. Boyd Springs received a call at 
home around eight that evening from 
the cops saying a body had been found 


| and he was needed at the horrifying 


scene. Springs had been Union County's 
medical examiner since the ‘70s, which 
made his reaction all the more unusual. 

“IT wasn’t comfortable going to the 
scene by myself,” Springs says. “I asked 
my brother-in-law to ride out there with 
me. It was scary. The tips of her fingers 
were bloody. There were scratches along 
her abdomen and on her legs. It looked 
as if she’d been dragged.” 

Union County Assistant District 
Attorney Donna Stepp arrived a few 
hours after Dr. Springs. She too had 
seen plenty of dead bodies, but this 
case shook her up as well. “It really felt 
morbid,” she recalls. “Her position 
looked posed. Her right leg was drawn 
up, and her hands were over her head. 


| Critters and bugs had been feasting on 


her hands, face and ears.” 


With Medlin’s body now recovered, 
focus turned to the hunt for her killer. 
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Two locals found Medlin’s body under a pile of debris 


No pushover, Medlin had nearly escaped 


A major lead came through a few days 
later when a man told police he’d wit- 
nessed a squad car pull out behind a 
red Jeep and activate its lights on the 
same morning Medlin had disappeared. 

“This was the first confirmation that 
she had actually been pursued by a 
police car,” Underwood says. 

Then another motorist came 
forward and claimed Officer Griffin 
had stopped him for a busted taillight 
a little after 1 a.m. that same Saturday. 
This conflicted with Griffin's earlier 
statement that he hadn’t made any 
traffic stops. The cop suddenly found 
himself tangled in his own web of lies. 
The force responded by suspending 
him indefinitely. 

A day after he began his suspen- 
sion, Griffin called fellow officer Bobby 
Manus and asked if they could get 
together at the bowling alley. The two 
men had known each other for about 
five years and were casual friends. 
Griffin arrived a few minutes after 
Manus and got inside his friend's car. 

“T didn’t kill that girl,” Manus recalls 
Griffin saying. Griffin, who avoided 
making eye contact with Manus 
throughout their discussion, then 
admitted he had pulled Medlin over 
and that she had gotten into his patrol 
car. Griffin claimed she started crying, 


Griffin asked Manus. Manus replied 
that he did not. The next day, Manus 

| went to Chief Haulk with the infor- 
mation. Investigators quickly executed 
a search warrant on Griffin's residence, 
where they collected everything from 
clothing and magazines to blood and 
hair samples. Griffin remained stone- 
faced throughout the dig. 

“He was cocky,” Underwood says. 
“He wasn’t humbled at all.” 

Nearly two months later, Under- 
wood, Haulk and several other officers 
again descended upon Griffin's house. 
He was on the phone and in his boxers 
when he opened the door. 

“Josh, I've got a warrant for your 
arrest, charging you with first-degree 
murder and first-degree kidnapping,” 
Underwood told him. 

Griffin shook his head. “You guys 
are making a big mistake,” he said. 

“No, Josh, you made the mistake 
when you killed Kim Medlin,” Under- 
wood replied. “We are just doing 
our job.” 

“He wasn't so cocky then,” Under- 
wood recalls. 


In addition to presenting the basics to 
the jury during a volatile two-month 
trial, prosecutors brought to light the 
fact that Griffin had regularly used his 
authority as a police officer to hit on 
women. Several fellow officers testified 
that he often stopped young, attractive 
females for the sole purpose of hitting 
on them, and that he had mentioned 
“the babe in the red Jeep” months

She claimed 
Griffin said things like “I know where 
you live” and “I’m on my way over” 
during creepy late-night calls. The 
second woman had been coordinating a 
muscular dystrophy fundraiser at a 


Monroe car dealership when Griffin 
first approached her. “He knew 
information about me,” she testified. 
“My middle name, speeding tickets I 
had in other states and my social 
security number.” When she asked 
Griffin how he knew all this infor- 
mation, he replied that he “liked to 
know who he was dealing with,” and 
had run a license check on her. 

Then the lawyers went into the 
gruesome details of the murder. After 
Griffin kidnapped Medlin and drove to 
the dead-end street, he knew there was 
no turning back. A crashing blow from 
his flashlight brought her to her knees, 
at which point Griffin used the 
flashlight to strangle Medlin from 
behind. She collapsed face-first onto 
the pavement and was killed when 
Griffin broke her neck by repeatedly 
stomping on the back of it. Her lifeless 
body was then dragged some 20 feet 
across the pavement, during which 
time her sweatshirt was pulled above 
her head and entangled around her 
outstretched arms; the handcuffs kept 
it from coming all the way off. Griffin

dumped the body about 10 feet from 
the road and buried it under a pallet 
and other debris. He then removed the 
handcuffs from Medlin’s wrists, hopped 
into his patrol car and drove to the 
house he lived in with his mother and 
younger brother. 

In the end, it was a simple shoe 
print that proved to be the most 


| compelling piece of evidence. While 


preparing to ship Medlin’s clothes to 
the crime lab, investigators discovered 
several overlapping prints on the back 
of her sweatshirt. The prints had a 
distinct zigzag tread pattern that 
matched the kind found on police 
shoes called Clarinos. The shoes that 
left the imprints were between a size 
8, and 9’/. Griffin wore a size 9, and 
had ordered a new pair of Clarinos 
earlier that year—a pair that had

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There were some who supported Griffin throughout the two-month trial 


mysteriously disappeared after Medlin’s 
murder. Griffin claimed they were 
destroyed by battery acid while 

he was working a traffic accident. 

The jury didn’t buy it. The rogue cop 
was found guilty on both the murder 
and kidnapping charges and sentenced 
to life in prison. 

“He is a sweet-looking, cute guy,” 
says Assistant District Attorney Stepp, 
who was so disturbed by the Griffin 
trial that three months after its con- 
clusion she resigned from her job, “but 
there is another side of him. He turned 
into a sexual pervert and predator who 
is absolutely obsessed with women, and 
he used his authority as a police officer 
to feed that obsession. 

“He picked the wrong woman when 
he picked Kim Medlin,” Stepp con- 
tinues. “She fought back.” FHM

Your show is about going to different 
cities and hanging out with strange 
people at absurd hours. Are you 
really an insomniac? 
Yeah. I've stayed up for two or three 
days at a time. Maybe I'm just afraid 
ofthe dark. It was all anxiety, or way 
too much partying, but now I try to 
get to bed around 6 or7 a.m. 

The show is sort of a Wild On for ugly 

people. Where is the wildest place 

you have been? 
Tijuana. In the United States you go 
to the doctor; in Mexico you are the 
doctor. I think that says it all. 

Please describe the ugliest girl you 

impregnated while you were there. 

I don’t think I’ve ever impregnated 
anyone. Maybe I have that slow sperm 
or something. Anyway, ugly is a rel- 
ative term. What’s the saying? “She 
might be a two at 10, but she'll be 
a 10 attwo.”

from staying awake too long?

It takes us a week. We have to scout 
for a few days, then it takes a couple 
of days to shoot.

you pack 15 of the same outfit? 

We have such a low budget—they 
give me a couple hundred bucks to 
buy clothes for the whole season. 
Basically, what Will & Grace would 
spend on scrunchies and berets, we 
have to use for the whole thing. I’m 
not like a clothes whore anyhow. I 
usually do try to bring double sets, 
because on this show I get really 
smelly. In hindsight, though, I wish 
I'd just picked one outfit and went 
with that the whole season. 

Like Superman! 

Sure, like a cape with a drinking 
thing on it. Maybe ashot glass. 

Are there ever moments when you 

fear for your safety? 

Not really. We'll go to super-wild 
biker bars and places like that, but 
once the cameras show up, the peo- 
ple who are on the fringe of society 
disappear, close down or don't say a 
thing. Then it’s just me standing 
there. The after-hours scene is tough 
though. They won't give us access 
because people are doing drugs. 
Unless we change the show's theme 
from drinking to full-on cocaine, we 
can't do it. 

Do you have a “too wild for TV” reel? 
No, we don’t have anything like 
that. We pretty much show every- 
thing that we do. The stuff we don't 
show is just sad stuff: people who 
are totally hammered, racist jokes, 
people yelling and throwing stuff at 
me, It seems that the more familiar a 
person is with the show, the more 
likely he is to ramp up the crazy fac- 
tor. The other night, this guy comes 
up to meas I’m putting a cigarette in 


my mouth and he goes to light it for 
me. But instead, he lights my beard 
on fire, I was like, “What the hell?” 
And he says, “Oh, [thought it would 
be funny.” 
You drink through the entire show. 
Have you ever been too wasted to do 
your job? 
Oh yeah, there have been plenty of 
times when everything's been spin- 
ning andI’mlike, “Ineed a coffee and 
a cheeseburger right now.” But the 
worst is waking up with strange 
things in your bed. Sometimes I get 
up and realize that in bed with me is 
a McBLT or a turkey baster that I 
bought ina drunken stupor. 
You must be sick of traveling. What's 
your worst flying experience? 
I was kicked off an airplane right 
after 9-11. It made the news and 
everything, but I hadn't really done 
anything wrong. I wasn't drunk or 
crazy or rock-star bad; I had switched 
seats without permission.
